Records compiled by the Do- 
minion Fire Commissioner show 
that 35 small children met their 
death by fire in 1943 in Canada 
when left alone in their homes, 
Kight others died as the result of 
playing with matches. Altogeth- 
er, 149 children perished by fire 
last year in Canada. 

These tragedies are reported 
day after day in our daily papers, 
but beyond those immediately ef- 
fected they do not seem to make 
much impression on the general 
public. Parents still insist on 
going out of their homes and 
leaving helpless little infants to 
fall prey to flames from over- 
heated stoves and pipes. Others 
will leave children of two or 
three years of age alone, with 
matches within easy reach of 
their inquisitive little hands, 
Many parents say they would 
never get out to a movie or for 
other relaxation if they had to 
depend on getting someone in to 
look after their children these 
Cays. Wartime conditions have 
niade this safeguard a very diffi- 
cult one, they contend. Whata 
price many have had to pay for 
a few hours of borrowed pleasure! 
Hearts that will remain sadden- 
ed for a lifetime because of their 
neglect! Parents, if you truly 
love your children and if you 
assume your full responsibility 
in regard to their welfare, you 
will not leave your small helpless 
children alone in your homes to 
become the victims of the fire 
demon. Always make sure that 
there is some responsible and 
competent person left in charge 
of them or take them with you, 
Educate your children in the 
dangers of playing With matches 
or bonfires. Keep matches well 
out of their reach, Children can 
be taught fire prevention prin: 
ciples with very little effort, 
Therefore, lose no opportunity 
to safeguard your children again- 
st the ravages of fire.

FOOD RELIEF FOR EUROPE 


The United Nations Relief and 
Rehabilitation Administration — an 
Organization set up to take relief to 
the people of Europe — are now 
starting to work, The greatest 
immediate need for tood is in 
Greece, Italy and Yugo Slavia, One 
expert states that ‘The infant mor- 
tality in Rome is 50 percent, and 
every tenth man or woman now 
walking on the streets of Rome will 
be a corpse before the end of the 
year". 

The delegates from Ethiopia and 
France, countries which had suf- 
fered the most from Italian aggres- 
sion, gave their appr al of generous 
relief for the peopl. of Rome and 
Italy. 

The Food Research Jr stitute of 
California tells us that in general 
the agricultural situation im Europe 
is far better than most people sup- 
pose. The main trouble, says this 
authority, is not so much the de- 
pletion of livestock herds, as it is 
that animals have been poorly fed 
and that, therefore, production from 
these animals has been low, Fats 
and dried milk will apparently be 
the chief need in most parts of Eur- 
ope, but in certain large areas relief 
wheat and flour, it is expected, will 
be required for some time, 

How fortunate it is that Canada 
and the United States have avail- 
able surpluses of agricultural pro- 
ducts which can be sent to al! these 
suffering European people

Field Crops: Reports to date 
show average of 90% wheat, 85% 
oats and VOY barley cut throughout 
the province, In the Peace River 
district cutting bas beeo completed, 
but there is a wide variation in the 
progress of threshing. Some dist 
ricts report 5% of the wheat thresh 
ed, and others 959%. Before the 
recent rains it was estimated that 
culling in other parts of the prov- 
ince would be generally completed 
by September 25, 

Despite the variation in yields of 
wheat in different districts (8 bushels 
to 35 bushels to the acre) the aver. 
age for the province is estimated at 
17.1 bushels per acre, Average 
yield of oats shows 399 bushels and 
barley 28.8 bushels. Grades of 
wheat vary from 1 to 3 There isa 
general tendency towards an in- 
crease ia fall cultivation as a meas- 
ure in the contre! of weeds and in- 
sects, The south eastern parts of 
the {province report very poor crop 
yields. Shortage of eourse grains 
and hay crops in these districts will 
seriously affect the feed situation 
this winter, 


Livestock: The month of July 
showed a slight increase in hog 
marketings from Alberta in 1944 as 
compared with 1943, In July, 1944, 
206,507 were marketed from Al- 
herta, and 206,394 in July, 1943, 
For the first seven months of 1944 
very little difference was noted in 
quality of hog carcasses, The per- 
centage of grades A and B from 
January to July, 1944, was 79.63%, 
while for the same period in 1943, 
78 82°: were graded,

Should Finish Cattle—The Al- 
berta Department of Agriculture 
points out that only well finished 
cattle can be disposed of at fair 
prices in the Calgary and Edmonton 
stockyards at the present time, 
There is virtually no demand for 
thin cattle and the department sug- 
gests they should be held over and 
fed on farms so that they will come 
on the market after the New year, 
It also points out that if Ontario 
farmers consider it good business 
to buy western feeder cattle and 
then buy western grain to feed 
those cattle, it should pay Alberta 
farmers to combine these two pro- 
ducts right on their own farms, 


Thresher’s License 
Not Needed. 


Threshermen in Alberta do not have 
to obtain a threshers’ license before 
commencing operations, In March 
of this year the Threshers' Lien 
Aot was amended and although pro- 
tection of threshers by Threshers’ 
Lien still remains in effect, it is no 
longer necessary to obtain a permit 
for the operation of a threshing 
machine in Alberta,

Sir William Mullock, former chief 
justice of Ontario, sole surviving 
member of Sie Wilfred Laurier’s 
Original cabinet, and known as 
“Canada’s Grand Old Man,” died 
in his sleep at his Torosto home on 
Sunday at the age of 101 years. 

Sir William, who only last Janu. 
ary was the centre of attraction at 
a number of functions in honour of 
his 101st birthday, had not been ill, 
but had a nurse in attendance at his 
home. His grandson, Col. W, P. 
Mullock, Domininion Postmaster 
Geneal said he ‘'‘slipped quietly 
away at 7,30 am, on Sunday.” 

He was Postmaster General for 
nine years and became known as the 
father of the Empire penny postage.
